; Peking, Mar. 8 
‘Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang 
resigned all his posts. According 
to Chinese, press ‘reports, Marshal 
Chang, in his telegram of resigna- 
tion to the Government, aceepted 
the blame for the loss of Jehol. 
‘He pointed out that there were 
several causes for the loss of Jehol 
Provineo, but among them were his 
failure to inspire confidence and his 
failure in the direction of the cam- 


pai 

"Phe Marshal declared that he had 
met with inereasing. difigulties in 
recent months and had found. it 
more and more dificult: to overcome 
them,” "He. therefore urged the 
Government to issue a mandate re- 
Hoving'him ofall posts so as to 
punish him and to fet an example 
to the rest of the country.

"He would have 
been compelled, however, to give 
more hostayes to the Japanese 
than his sense of his own de- 
ficiencies, apart altogether from 
his political convictions, suggest 
ed was desirable.

More youthful than his 
years in his general demeanour 
and outlook, he showed all the 
signs of hero-worship in

Portents in Manchuria were so

‘The Young Marshal, gifted 
with personal charm, with x 
‘incere goodwill, with a real 
honesty of intention, yet ham- 
pered by the defects’ of his own 
quali id. by the pertinacity 
of evil traditions, has long been 
fa pathetic figure of incapacity’ 
amid events’ on the homeric 
scale. With the reservation 
necessary in considering the 
kaleidoscope of Chinese politics, 
his resignation must be regarded 
a8 terminating his leadership, 
nominal or otherwise. It may. 
be expected that he will go 
Jabroad and enjoy that rest for 
which he has been yearning and 
which his advisers have not been 
jable, for varfous reasons, to 
Jensure his taking. It may be 
urged that he has been the 
helpless victim of circumstances 
—a butterfly broken on the wheel 
jof grim vealities. Responsibility 
for the destiny of nearly 30,000,- 
1000 “people has been his; the 
judgment of events on such a 
stewardship must be inexorable 
and relentless. ‘The mainten- 
ance of a facade of sovereignty 
can be easily achieved so long 
jas there is no intrusion of out- 
side standards of comparison. 
The arsenal of Mukden with its 
wealth of munitions disappeared 
from the control of the Young, 
Marshal.in one night at _ the 
blast of Japanese bugles. That 
ignominious catastrophe ought 
to have been regarded as an 
jomen. Yet, in the reorganisa- 
tion south of the Great Wall, 
either Marshal Chang Hsueh- 
Hang nor his coadjutors at Nan- 

ing seemed to realise the int 
portance of replacing the simulz-

It is pleasant 
to think that, contrary to the 
jusual attitude towards a political 
leader in distress, his colleagues, 
while regarding his resignation 
a8 inevitable, are disposed 
cordially to recognise his loyalty 
to the idea of a centralised 
government and his notably 
unselfish acts performed - to 
further that cause.

The plain 
fact is that the fnitfative has 
been taken by Japan and Japan| 
can take the initiative in limit 
ing her own forward movements.

from'the state of being ready to 
give active aid to all Japanese 
plans of whatever kind. The 
resignation of the Young Mar- 
shal has_ resulted in General 
Chiang Kai-shek taking over 
responsibility for. the North, 
He has sent certain of his 
own troops into the zone 
of operations as an earnest 
of his intentions. There is 
ground for the assertion that 
he has been well-received. It 
‘would be idle to deny that the old 
adam of political intrigue is still 
active. Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang's 
movements are even now i 
matter of lively speculation. At 
the same time the position may 
be vividly contrasted with that of 
1930 when the Young Marshal's 
intervention which ended the 
Civil War was effective only be- 
cause it averted the need for 
General Chiang Kai-shek in per- 
son to come to Peking. Now the 
Generalissimo has been to the 
outskirts of the old capital, At 
the moment he is the leader to 
whom Peking, as well as Nai 
King, is looking for guidance. 

The test is great. Leadership 
once more is the burning ques- 
tion in a time of national crisis. 
General Chiang Kai-shek may or 
may not accept the test. If he 
does not, the hope of the present 
Governnient for maintaining its 
political hold on any part of 
China sadly wanes. If he does, 
he is facing the most complex 
problem in his career and, still 
more important, in the recent 
history of China. He is under 
no illusions regarding the pro- 
spect of resistance to Japan, as 
an immediate event. Neither he! 
nor his colleagues in the Govern- 
ment can, in their opinion, make 
direct ‘approach to Japan at} 
this juncture. Apart altogether 
from the desire to keep unbroken 
the very thread which links them 
with Canton, where bellicosity 
rages in inverse proportion to the 
risks of close contact with Japan- 
ese troops, they feel that the 
political consequences of yer. 
mitting China to be a doormat 
for the Japanese soldier put aside 
all idea of negotiations, The 
problem may be roughly analysed 
as of two tenses: the present and 
the future. The latter is, per- 
haps, more important, "The 
former is the more difficult. 
General Chiang Kai-shek has to 
satisfy public opinion that a d 
finite resistance is being opposed 
to Japanese movements on the 
Great Wall. He has to show a 
leadership ‘which can convince 
former opponents that it is en- 
tirely divoreed from old ambitions 
and personal prejudices. At this 
critical time he has to be able to 
stand out as just a leader who 
serves while he leads. If he can 
do this and, by so doing, evoke a 
similar. spitit from those whose 
support he needs he may see day- 





























ahead. He must be in full agree- 
ment with Mr. ‘T. V. Soong on 
the causes of the Jehol debacle. 
They eannot be remedied in a 
flash, That is where the future 
tense applies. Chinese troops 
lack not courage. The marvel 
indeed is that men who can 
so little depend on the re- 
'y of the paysheet, who 
so often xo short of food, to say’ 
nothing of adequate equipment, 
can stand the terrible punish- 
ment and hit back, as was shown 
round Chapel last year. No 
Japanese troops—no troops in the 
world—would be asked to fight 
to the death and give a satis- 
factory answer if the service had 
to be rendered on empty stomachs 
and with empty purses. General 
Chiang Kai-shek’s chief task will 
be to reform the army ad- 
ministration, not by enrolling 
more drill-masters but by ap- 
pointing efficient and honest. pay 
masters. In the civil administra- 
tion this requirement has been 
partially met—although much has| 
still be done—by maintaining a 
model service in the Customs. To 
attempt this with the enemy at 
the isa cruelly difficult 

i yet,-in its way, the 
ought to serve in 
stimulation of effort. ‘The moment 
and the events of the moment are 
electrical. Before now in. the 
world’s “history leaders have 
found themselves in just such a 
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crisis. The realities are grim 
enough; even the show of resist- 
anee, as Tokyo messages have 
hinted, may bring about greater 
trials.’ Japan has her own e3 
tremities in sight and, to avoid 
them, she may elect to make 
short cuts. Whether she fixes 
the nominal responsibility on 
China or on anyone else mattors 
little. ‘The probabilities are there 
and have to be taken into ac- 
count. General Chiang Kai-shek 
suust recognise them. They 
should urge him to grasp that 
leadership without faltering; it 
is the only hope for China—and 
for the Government to which he « 
belongs.

Report weightily refers to the 
cumbrousness of the machinery 
provided in the Land Regula~ 
tions for the Shanghai Municipal 
Council's administration of the 
International Settlement, Sir 
Peter Grain's charge to the jury 
in the case, brought by the 
Greyhound Racing Club against 
Captain R. M. J. Martin in H. M. 
Supreme Court, disposes very 
largely of anxiety on the score 
lof the Council's executive power 
in maintenance of the order and 
good yovernment of the Settle- 
ment. Had the _ plaintiffs 
succeeded a most serious breach 
might have been made in that 
wer, Beneficent action taken 
by the Police to deal with the 
preservation of law and, order 
might have been exposed to 
further legal assault, To cite 
only one example: the institu- 
tion of the curfew which was 80 
effective in conserving: police 
resources and in protecting 
Shanghai from the dangers of 
internal disorder, during the 
Jerave troubles of ‘the early part 
fof 1992, might not have been up- 
held. The veteran Chiet Judge, 
now coming to the end of his 
Jong and honourable career on 
the bench, has presented Shang. 
hai with a most valuable parting 
sift and displayed remarkable 
virility and endurance in the 
process. Unable, as he put it, 
to define the powers of the 
Council on the basis of anything 
but the cases which had been 
before the Court of Consuls, he 
had to fall back on common 
ene. ‘The commonsense of the 
Bench and the commonsense of 
x British jury—as has been so 
often proved in the history of 
British justice—were equal to 
the occasion. The judge's part 
was that of deciding whether

AMERICA’S CRISIS 
Mar, 8. 
There are so many gaps in the 
information which has been 
supplied during the last ten days 
regarding the American situation | 
that it is not surprising to find 
acute divergence of view regard- 
ing the cause of the upheavi 
On February 20 it was reported 
that Sir Ronald Lindsay, after 
his dash across the Atlantic and 
back, had had an interview with 
Mr. Roosevelt. Sir John Simon 
told the House of Commons the 
next day that the interview had 
been useful; a free and frank 
/discussion of the economic situa. 
tion had ensued. Nothing seems 
to have occurred to suggest that 
this description was incorrect. 
Yet there was an apparent fall- 
ing off in messages purporting 
to outline the probable line of 
approach to the war debts pro- 
em, Mr. Roosevelt’s position 
was no less difficult than that of 
the outgoing President. More- 
over the President-elect had 
adopted a policy of reticence. It 
‘would seem, however, that mean- 
while a definite flight from the 
dollar was developing. The 
sudden news of further bank 
failures did not at once disturb 
public opinion for the institu. 
tions involved were held to be 
comparatively of small account. 
Nevertheless it was soon ap- 
parent that a big crisis was on 
the move. On February 26 the 
Federal Reserve Bank authori: 
ties were issuing reassuring 
[statements intended admittedly 
to quell an incipient panic. On 
March 1 more States declared 
‘moratoria and on the same day 
jit was announced that the dis- 
fcussions of the War Debts be- 
tween Great Britain and 
America, planned to take place 
immediately after the inaugura 
tion of President Roosevelt, 
would be postponed till next 
month. The reasons, given: 
absorption by both Treasuries 
in other work—were inadequate 
for already delay had been 
described as dangerous. It soon 
became clear that the drain of 
i Is was not the 
; it was to be 
found in the dramatic spread of 

disquietude in America itself. 
Thus has come the swift re- 
medial action of endowing the 
new President with the powers 
lof financial dictatorship. ‘The 
embargo on gold and silver has 
‘been imposed in order, primarily, 
to give the Government time to 
look around. Even now the 
inelusion of silver in the ban is 
fa surprise to London as well as 
to other places, Even if the 
lembargo on gold should be neces- 
sary.for some months, it would 
Ibe remarkable if silver were not 
soon released from the ban, for 
which no detinite purpose can be 
adduced. At the most it is 
thought that it will clear the 
ground more completely for such 
legislation as may be desired, It 
is remotely possible that it has 
some connection with recent 
pronouncements on bimetallism 
but even that suggestion does, 
not carry commentators very far. 
The gold position is, of course, 
the main point of interest. For 
thie moment the dollar is released, 
from gold but very weighty 
opinion holds that this is on} 
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which dictates a_ definite de- 
parture from the Gold Standard 
by America. ‘This view takes for, 
its text the Volume of gold hol 
ings and the immense resource: 
of the country. The dollar 
obviously cannot return from its 
present adventure with its 
credentials unimpaired. That is 
not a matter on which Americans 
are likely to be perturbed. They 
may well feel that a little blood 
letting may be a health-giving 
device. ‘The pressure of the 
possession of predominant virtue 
has been irksome. American 
‘trade has lately found itself in 
‘the position of the burnt offering 
and unwilling sacrifice to the 
richness of the gold in the dollar. 
‘If America went off the dollar 
fother countries would probably 
follow suit: possibly Holland, if 
Inot Italy, from whom a strong 
declaration to the contrary has 
just come but, owing to her 
‘special trading position, France 
might still remain on gold— 
which adds point to her reported 
loffer of assistance to Washing- 
ton. It seems more likely that 
the gold dollar will be restored 
as soon as the Government knows 
what steps it can take. Legisla- 
tive proposals may be hampered 
by political discussions but 

Roosevelt’s wide 
powers can cut the knot with 
decision,

for panic. ‘The resources of the 
United States of America are 
not the only factors which in- 
spire confidence: strongly sup- 
porting them is the vigour of @ 
(Government possessed of politi- 
Jeal power unequalled in modern 
American history and of men 
‘eager to win theit spurs, Behind 
all is the acute financial judg- 
ment of Wall Strect which will 
agsuredly not, be lacking in full 
edoperation from London and 
Paris, Wall Street may well 
see in the present crisis a 
heaven-sent opportunity for im- 
pressing on American public 
opinion the weakness of the 
political judgment which hi 
en allowed to divert 
actions of the Government. 
is an open secret that the vie 
fof Wali Street in regard to th 
War Dobts issue have beon far 
closer to those outlined in the 
recent British Note than to the. 
well-meaning protestations of 
prominent politicians. In dom 
tic banking affairs the hand of 
the expert has been stayed by 
the obstinacy of politicial pre- 
jiudice, Crushing exposure | of 
the folly of this conservatism 
has now been forthcoming. Tho 
chances of a clearer appreciation 
‘of the accuracy of Wall Street’s 
judgment in regard to the War 
Debts become thereby greater. 
‘This does not remove anxiety on 
account of the further delay 
which has occurred in staging 
the formal discussions of the 
subject as between Great Britaigs, 
fand America, Yet the crisis 
paradoxically’ may supply an 
antidote. ‘The drastic measures 
which “the Government at 
Washington is likely to. tal 
must_necessarily take into a 
‘count the European situation for 
‘the revival of trade is the condi- 
lion precedent to recovery. No 
doubt Sir Ronald Lindsay has 
been able effectively to put Mr. 
Roosevelt in possession of the 
main facts of the situation 
which, by virtue of the trade 
agreements signed by Great 
Britain and other countries, has 
[definite significance for America, 
If the crisis can be summed up 
in a few words it might be 
‘these: it has arisen from an im: 
perfect realisation of the inter- 
dependence of nations and it 
must be solved by means which 
fully endorse the closely inter- 
woven responsibilities of all 
concerned for the economic 
welfare—not of thelr individual 
peoples but of the world taken

Now that the whole of the Cus- 
roms of.

up for discussion there is no doubt 
Uhat ‘there will be considerable 
trouble “in adjusting a final settle- 
ment. Such questions as the Boxer 
Contribution and internal debts. of 
(China may’ be. put. forward owing 
to the “fact that the Customs. re- 
ceipts have been used for covering 
these and it is impossible to foresee 
fat the present moment in what man- 
ner the whole question will be 
finally settled. But itis possible 
to get some light on the side of 
the “problem where there can be 
little doubt, :
